WASHINGTON, Deo. 38.—There is a 
good deal of anxiety in official cir- 
cles here over recent events at Iloilo. 
Two official dispatches have been 
received by the state and war de- 
partments, but it is impossible to 
gather from them 
an 
accurate 
knowledge as to the condition there 
It is not even possible to learn wheih 
er the insurgents or the American 
forces have taken the place. 


This morning United States Con- 
sul Pratt, at Singapore, cabled the 
state department: 


"Iloilo taken 24th. 
Spanish fled 
to Borneo." 


This threw the officials into deep- 
er doubt than before. 
The Ameri- 
can expeaition, which left Manila 
to go to Iloilo, 3,000 troops and the 
war ehips Baltimore and Callao, 
would scarcely have had time, it is 
said, to have reached Iloilo by the 
24th. 
So the interference is that 
the insurgents are in possession. 


Color is lent to this belief by the 
fact reported in one telegram that 
the Spaniards had retreated to a 
strongly 
fortified 
town on the 
Island of Mindano. 
This does not 
agree with 
Consul Pratt's state- 
ment that they fled to Borneo, the 
north coast of which is a British 
possession,but it is believed that the 
consul is in error on this point, 
which might easily be the case in 
view of the distance from his post 
to Iloilo. 


The fact that the Spaniards have 
retreated at all is also construed as 
an indication that the town was 
abandoned to the insurgents, for it 
is believed that Colonel Rios, the 
Spanish commander, would have 
cheerfully surrendered to the Amer- 
ican forces with a view to securing 
the safety of his men and their ulti- 
mate return to Spain by the Ameri- 
can government according to the 
terms of the treaty. 


The officials at the war depart- 
ment still decline to make public 
Mr. Otis' telegram of yesterday, but 
there is no doubt that he is meeting 
with great difficulty in his effort to 
secure the release of the Spanish 
prisoners held by the Filipinos. 
It 
begins to appear clearly that a con- 
siderable element among the Fili- 
pinos' leaders—probably a majority 
—are disposed to use these unfor- 
tunate prisoners as a basis for nego- 
tiations with the United States gov- 
ernment, 
making 
their 
release 
conditional upon certain more or 
less 
important 
concessions 
de- 
manded by them. 
It is not yet a 
foregone conclusion that there can 
be arranged by private conferences 
in Manila to secure the release of 
these men, but the United States 
government being now pledged by 
treaty to free them, must resort to 
other means if peaceful representa- 
tions fail. 


General Otis has been instructed 
on this point and the war depart- 
ment has confidence in his exper- 
ience and sound judgment, and be- 
lieving that his presence on the 
scene makes him better capable of 
dealing with the situation than offi- 
cials here, has confined itself to a 
statement of what is expected to be 
done towards securing other prison- 
ers, leaving it to General Otis to de- 
vise the ways and means of carry- 
ing out the plans. 


Just before noon another dispatch 
came from General Otis that at once 
confirmed the fears of the officials 
of the war department as to what 
had taken place at Iloilo. 
It ap- 
pears that the American forces had 
arrived too late on the scene and 
that the insurgent« had added to 
the difficulty of the problems al- 
ready existing by hoisting their flag 
over the city, which they have been 
besieging for months. 
The news 
was contained in the following mes- 
sage from Otis: 


"Manila, Dec. 27—Adjutant Gen- 
eral—Washington: 
"Sent Colonel 
Potter on fast vessel to Iloilo on 
24th to communicate with Spanish 
General Bios; latter evacuated even- 
ing of 24th and Potter arrived there 
thirty-nine hours late; insurgents 
took possession of city on 36th, and 
Potter found Aguinaldo's flag flying.

within a week important events will 
have happened in the Philippines. 


It is presumed that General Otis 
Will demand the surrender of Iloilo 
ihto his hands and this demand may 
M ocoe raise the issue between the 
insurgents and our government of 
possession of the islands. 


The province of Iloilo is set down 
in the official directory as having a 
population of 473,000 and it is the 
second seaport in importance in the 
Philippine group. 
It is located on a 
river navigable for vessels of fifteen 
feet draught, so that very few of 
our gunboats would be available to 
assist the troops in case it should 
be necessary to take forcible posses 
sion of the city. 


The Spaniards have 
chosen 
strong place for the concentration 
of their troops in the town of Zam- 
bonga, which, as the reports here 
indicate, is strongly fortified and 
possessing of considerable natural 
strength from a defensive point of 
view. 


It is not doubted that they will be 
able to maintain themselves for an 
indefinite period of time against the 
insurgents, presuming that they are 
not cut off from obtaining supplies 
from the sea. 
The town itself has 
a population of 21,000 inhabitants.

CHICAGO, Dec. 38.—Was a lame

the Corbett-Fitzsimmons, 
Fitzsim- 
mons-Mahr and other fights. 


Mr. Stuart, who is on his way to 
Hot Springs, stopped off in Chicago 
for a few hours. 
Speaking of the 
Corbett-Sharkey fight, he said: 


There was only one thing about 
it that I never could understand 
and want to know.

Corbett mixed it up with Sharkey. 
Those 
who

Corbett to keep away from him, 
but instead of bringing his activ- 
ity into play Corbett changed his 
method and went at his man.

never backstepped once during the 
fight. 


And so I asked Jim about it after 
the contest. 
He said that in the 
second round he was attempting a 
little funny business, got too close 
to Sharkey and came near being 
knocked out. 
He failed to get his 
face out of Sharkey's way by about 
half an inch, and the blow, which 
partly glancing knocked 
Corbett 
down and stunned him a good deal. 
When Corbett got up he found that 
his ankle was badly sprained. It put 
him to a great disadvantage in the 
rest of the 
fight. 
Corbett never 
said anything about this because he 
knew it would raise a great howl. 
Instead he took his medicine. 
Cor- 
bett pulled up his troueer leg when 
he told me about it and showed me 
that his ankle was badly sprained."

At first it was 
believed he was suffering some of 
the ravages of old age, but the grip 
soon developed into pneumonia and 
the doctors could not save the ven- 
erable senator. 
A wife 6nd son sur- 
vive. 


LONG AND BUSY LIFE. 


Mr. Morrill was bom in Stratford, 
Vt., April 14, 1810, and after re- 
ceiving such educational advantages 
as the time permitted became a clerk 
in a store in that village at the age 
of fifteen. After serving faithfully 
and well for three years he went to 
Portland, Me., where his uncle, Dr. 
Hunt, procured 
employment for 
him, first with a merchant in the 
East India trade, and afterward at 
his own request as clerk in a whole- 
sale and retail dry goods store, 
where he remained tmtil 1830. 


Then he returned to his home, 
where he purchased a store with 
capital borrowed from a friend, and 
at the age of twenty-one was a 
merchant on his own account. 
He 
continued the business with such 
assiduity and intelligence that at 
the age of forty he had acquired a 
competency, purchased the farm on 
which he lived to the end of his 
honorable life, and began the career 
of an agriculturist. 


While Mr, Morrill had never until 
that time held oifice, he was in no 
wise indifferent to public affairs and 
his duties as a citi'/an. 


ELKCTEL» TO CONGRESS. 


In 1865 he was unanimously nomi- 
nated and elected to congress, and 
was re-elected until he had served 
twelve years. 
He soon disclosed 
his fitness for the labor and obtained 
a place among the minority mem- 
bers on the committee on ways and 
means, at that time a rare distinc- 
tion for a man not learned in the 
law. 


Impaired health led him to desire 
to retire at the end of six years, but 
upon the announcement of 
that 
purpose a committee waited upon 
him and said: 


"Six years ago, when we sent you 
to congress, it was something to 
you. 
Now it is something to us." 


That practical method of putting 
the case presented it in a different 
form; he changed his plans accord- 
ingly and contined in the house 
until called to service in the senate. 


Mr. Morrill's long service in con- 
gress covered a period of absorbing 
interest. 
While in the house he 
participated in the exciting diecus- 
sions on the Kansas-Nebraska bills 
and other debates equally aorimoni- 
ous incident to events preceding the 
breaking out of the war. 
Subse- 
quent to that he took a leading part 
in the legislation for the mainten- 
ance of the army and the prosecu- 
tion of the war. 


LABOR OF GREAT SEVERITY. 


Beginning with the session of 
1861, when the tariff bill which 
took his name was the principal 
measure attracting the attention of 
the statesmanship of the time, he 
entered upon a labor of such intense 
and exacting severity as probably 
no other man except President Lin- 
coln was obliged to endnre. 


To write a record of Mr. Morrill's 
legislative labor would be to make a 
history of the tariff laws of the 
country. 
When the war broke out 
the treasury was practically empty, 
and upon him devolved the duty of 
providing the necessary revenues to 
prosecute it to a suocessful issue. 
He at once set about the framing of 
his famous tariff law. 
He had 
studied the question of dtities as a 
mendiant, and exainined them still 
i^ore oarefoUy as a qiember of oon- 
gtees.

work. 


MANY CHANAII MADS. 


A good many diax^s were made 
in the measure in ^hd kouse, and as 
Mr, Morrill sabseqainily s t a ^ , 
good mi^y .jUiings w ü ^ I did not 
want had b ^ < p^ji&lke biU which 
rather bbtöiied it in sdtne plaoes. 
At this time John Shetman. chair- 
man of the dömmittee on yrays and 
means, said to him to prepare the 
bill in the "exact form you want It 
and I will have it passed. " 


This was done, Mid the new bill 
was presented to the house as a sub- 
stitute for the mutilated one, and it 
was passed under 
the preivious 
question, 
l ^ e senate concurred in 
the action of the ht>use, and the 
tariff law which served the country 
all through the war, and practically 
up to the time of the adoption ^of 
the McKinley law, was a part of 
the law of the land. 


Mr. Morrill supported the Mc- 
Kinley law in 1899, but always 
protested against some of its most 
important features. 
The manufac- 
turers, he said, wantrà to make five 
years' profits in one year, and some 
of the duties were to high. 
This, 
he said, was especially true of Bss- 
semer steel. 


Another measure in which he 
took deep interest and which has 
proved of lasting benefit to the pub- 
lic is the bill providing for agricul- 
tural and scientific schools and col- 
s 
throughout 
the 
country 
through a liberal endowment of 
public lands. 


LONGEST CONTINUOUS SERVICE. 


Senator 
Morrill 
surpassed all 
other 
American 
statesmen 
for 
length of continuous service in the 
senate and also held the record for 
the longest continuous service in 
congress—that is to say, in house 
and in senate. 


Only one senator approached him 
in this regard, Thomas H. Benton. 
Benton served thirty years and five 
months, while Mr. Morrill's term 
covered thirty-one years and ten 
months. 
He would have completed 
thirty-two years of senatorship had 
he lived to March 4th. 


Had he remained upon earth to 
see the expiration of his last term 
of six years, in 1903, he would have 
been thirty-six years a United States 
senator without a break. 


His record was more remarkable 
than Benton's in that the latter en- 
tered the senate a young man. Sen- 
ator Morrill was forty-five when he 
put on the official mantle which he 
doffed only for a shroud. 


When he first came to Washing- 
ton as a member of the house the 
ctty consisted of a few unimproved 
streets, a miasmatic marsh and a 
few thousand houses. 
He saw it 
transformed into one of the most 
beautiful cities of the world and 
took pride in the fact that as a legis- 
lator he contributed to its progress 
and improvement. 


ALLISOn NOW THE OLDEST. 


The death of Senator Morrill will 
leave Senator Allison, of Iowa, the 
oldest member of the senate in point 
of service, Mr. Allison having be- 
come a senator in 1873. 
Mr. Stew- 
art, of Nebraska, was a senator long 
before that, but in 1875 he left the 
senate, remaining in private life 
twelve years and becoming a sena- 
tor again in 1887. 


THE FUNERAL

Under the metropolitan police ?aw 
Governor Mount appoints the police 
commissioners and only two of the 
three can be of the same political 
party. 
Advocates of the metropoli 
tan law for Fort Wayne assert that 
it will be supported by S. E. Nichol 
son, father of the Nicholson law 
The ex-representative makes 
the 
claim, it is said, that Fort Wayne is 
the only city in the state which 
does not make a pretense, at least, of 
enforcing the provisions of the law 
and he believes 
that 
Governor 
Mount will appoint a commission 
which will enforce it to the letter. 
There are other supporters of the 
proposed change besides friends of 
the Nicholson law. 


Some of the most prominent busi- 
ness men and many other citizens 
are staunch supporters of a non-par- 
tisan police and fire department and 
they assert that the metropolitan 
police law in Fort Wayne would in- 
sure such a system. 


Still others who are advocating 
the passage of the law are persons 
who were at one time members of 
the department and were relieved or 
who aspired and were turned down. 
THE SENTINEL is informed that re- 
gardless of whether or not other 
amendments are made to the charter 
the advocates of non-partisan police 
and fire departments will send the 
petitions to Indianapolis and make 
every eflfort to have them favorably 
acted upon.

A rumor that may have some 
foundation in fact has been oirculat- 
ing in ' business circles the past 
month, and if it comes to be real- 
ized it will be a matter of general 
importance.
